This will appear from the following Conſiderations, 

1. It was not at all agreeable to the Nature and Genii 
of theſe Vrophecies co make uſe of plain Words. Hen 
it was, that in Dan. 7. 8, 24, 25. We find Times 2 
Laws given into the Hands of a Little Horn, for a Tin 
and Times, and a Diviſion of Time. It is eaſy to pe 
ceive here, that by Horn, ſomething elſe is meant; at 
that by Time, Times, Cc. ſome certain Space of T1 
— determined Number of Days or Years, is to be und: 
ſtood. | ; 

2. It was not at all conſiſtent with the Deſign of G 
in theſe Prophecies, to make every Thing evident and u 
queſtionable by plain and expreſs Words; for that wo 
in all likelyhood have hindred their fulfting. 

For Inſtance, Had God faid by Daniel, that immed 
rely atter ſo many preciſe Years, the Aeſſius fhoald be. 
off; can we imagine that the Jews would have cructh 
him at that very Time? But thoſe Vears being obfcur 
delivered by 70 Weeks, Dan, 9, 24. The Myſtery of 
Prophecy was hid from them, eV.

had, but only of the Provinces : For it is well mn that 
ſoon after the Diviſion of the Roman Empire into 10 Ring- 
doms, the Biſhop of Rome, or Pope, obtain'd the Sove- 
reignty of that City, and the Eccleſiaſtical State, and has 
poſſeſſed them ever ſince.

Interval between the Birth, aud the Woman's Arrival in the 
Widerncls, correſponds to the State of a Woman after 
Delivery, who is long uific for a J urney, and is ſup- 
poſed remote from any Wilderneſs; ſo thit it muſt bea 
conſiderabie Time, e'te ff;2 can be imagined to arrive 
there. and thi: ſignifies the Interval between the Con- 
rerfon of the Emperors to Chriſtianity, and the Riſ 
of the Antichriſtian Rings, when the Church is ſuppoſed 
arrive in the Vildernets, which ſtate laſted 143 Tears 
3s I fhall prove hereafter. And as to the liſt State of the 
C-nrch in the Wilderneſs, it is expreſly ſaid to be 
1260 Ds or Years, daring the Reign of Antichriſt, 
til the Commencement of Chriſt's Kingdom. If then 
to A, D. 33. the Year of our Saviour's Reſurrection, ac- 
cording to the beſt Chrinologers ( See Dr. Whitby's Chra 
migical Index) we add 280 Tears, the Time of tix 
Woman with Child, we have the End of the laſt He: 
then Perſecution, and rhe Converſion of the Empero 
'nſtantine A. D. 313. If we add to that Number 142 
Years, the Time for the Women's baſſage into the 
Wilderneſs ; we have the Interval of the Churche 
protection, under Chriſtian Emperors, till A. D. 455 
And it we add to thar laſt Number the 1260 Years 0 
the Churches Aft&tion under the Antichriftian Pow 
ers, we ſhall, as before have the End of A, D. 171 
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(13) | 
or the Beginning of 1716. for the Commencing of Chriſt's 
Kingdom, upon the fall of Antichris. 11 

This exact Agreement of ſuch large and expreſs Num- 
bers, ſeems to me very remarkable, and worthy of more 
than ordi nary Conſideration. or . 

Theſe Things being premiſed; I ſhall now proceed to 
the Explanation and Interpretation of the Viſions above 
mentioned. 

1. The Year 1716 is pointed at in St. John's Viſion 
of the Woman with Child, and her Flight into the Wilder- 
derneſs, Rev. 12th, Read the whole Chapter. 

In this Viſion we have à lively Repreſentation of the

the leſſer Difficulties, and ſmaller Perſecutions of the for- 
mer Emperors ;' and then thro' the greater Violences and 
heavier Perſecution of Diocleſian, and his Partners, to ſet- 
tle Conſtantine, a Chriſtian, on the Throne of the Empire: 
And this by a continual Warfare againſt the great Red 
Dragon, who is ſtil'd the old Serpent, and the Devil, and 
Satan, which deceiveth the whole World, and who was the 
main Supporter and Upholder of that Pagan Empire in 
ts antienc [dolatry and Perſecution ; and under the Conduct 
of Michael, the Archangel, who zealouſly affiſted the En- 
deavcurs of the Church with his heavenly Hoſt, and pre- 
ld fo far at laſt, that the Woman was ſafely delivered of 
i Chriſtian Emperor, who was caught up to God, and to 
iis Throne; that is, fully ſettled, and eſtabliſhed on the 
Throne of the Empire. 

Now it is very remarkable to obſerve, that as from the 
conception to the Birth in Woman with Child, is known 
D be 40 Weeks or 280 Days; So it is as well known, 
bar from our Saviour's Reſurrection, A. D. 33. till the Ad- 
uncement ot Chriſtianity by Conſtantine A. D. 313. was 
Kttly 280 Years allo. 

But notwithſtanding this glorious Succeſs, and De- 
'ery of the poor perſecured Chriftians ; yet the Dra- 
Mm, (who was ſo lately caſt down out of Heaven, when 
Naum loft the Throne of the Empire ) is fo 8 7

ſucceſsſul, as to play an aſtergame, and Diſtreſs the 
Church ſtill, and to make her thin of retiring into a 
Wilderneſs ; in which Flight the Dragon cafts a Flood 
out of bit Mouth to carry her ama, tho thro' the Aſſi- 
ſtance of the Earth, which ſwallow'd up the Flood, and the 
help of the two Wings of the great Eagle, She eſcapes ſaſe- 
ly into rhe Wilderneſs, All which Things almoſt ex- 
plain themſelves ; ſignifying plainly the great Hard- 
ſhips the Chriftians endured, even after ConFantine 
came to the. Throne, by the Oppoſitions and Perſecu- 
tions of Licinlus, Julian the Apoſtate, and others; and 
by the great Inundations of the barbarous and Hea- 
then Nations, which in a little Time over-ran and ſhard 
the Empire among them. Which mnſt inevicably have 

ſwallow'd up the Church, but for the Aſſiſtance of the 
two Wings of an Eagle; that is the Protection of the 
Eaſtern and Weftern Emperors, who had the Eagle for 
their Enſign. 

Now this Protection of the Church by the Eaſtern 
and Weſtern Emperors, muſt correſpond to that Time, 
and that Time only when there were two Wings, or 
while both the Branches of the Empire continued in 
being together; which they did for the Space of 142 
Years, till the Death of Valentinian the 3d. when th 
real Greatneſs and Dominion of the Weſtern Empire

If any hurt them, they are to be deſtroyed on the 
Prayers of theſe Witneſſes ; and this is notoriouſly true 
of the Vaudois, or Waldenſes and Albigenſes ; who have 
frequently wich very few, almoſt beyond Belief, over- 
come and deſtroyed their numerous Enemies. Theſe 
two Witneſſes towards the End of their Sackcloth Con- 
dition, or when they are about to finiſh their Teſtimony, 
that is, before the Concluſion ot the 1260 Years are ts 
be ſlain ; their dead Bodies are to lie in that great City, 
which is ſpiritually call'd Sodom and Egypt, where alfo 
our Lord was crucified, j. e. within the Bounds of the 
Roman Empire, within whoſe Limits our Lord was cru- 
cified, or elſe in that broad and great City of Rome, or 
the Parts adjoining : For as in a myſtical Senſe ſhe is 
cal''d Sod9m and Fgypt ; ſo in the ſame Senſe ſhe may be 
ſtil'd Feruſalem too; + As being the Head of the Chriftian 
apoſtacy now, as Feruſalem was of the Jewiſh in Old 
Times, And the Dead Bodies of theſe Witneſſes were 
not ſuffered ty be buried for three Days and a half, during 
which Time their Enemies rejoyced over them: And 
after three Days and a half, the Spirit of Life entered into 
them, and they ſtood upon their Feet, and great Fear fell 
upon them which ſaw them.
